"S ta tes’ R i g h t s " Republicans 
w ere m ore dissatisfied w ith the 
10 per cent m axim um rent boost 
bill than w ere D em ocratic leaders 
who p ut it down for opening de­ 
bate M onday. 
M ajority L eader L ucas (D) 111., 
announced that the m easure will 
be m ade the unfinished business 
of the S enate today and form ally 
come u n d er consideration the first 
of next week 
It was th e first m ajo r bill sched­ 
uled to em erge from the logjam 
piled up by th e 20-day battle over 
the an ti-filib u ster rule. Behind it 
are

repeal bills— all ready for Senate 
action. 
More Acceptable Than House Bill 
The bill reported by the Senate 
B anking com m ittee last night was 
regarded 
by

week. It provides fo r a 12-to-15 
m onth extension.

The m easure m akes it possible 
fo r states to take over re n t con­ 
trol from the F ederal governm ent 
and to decontrol by areas or com ­ 
m unities w ithin such states when 
done by sta te law. 
It perm its up to 10 p er cent in 
new rent increases, h alf of which 
would 
hit m ost ten an ts in 
the 
country. 
Rent Boosts 
A ten an t who has received no 
re n t increase since Ju n e 30, 1947 
would be liable for a five per cent 
boost on O ctober 1, 1949 and an­ 
o th er five p er cent boost on A pril 
1, 1950. But the to ta l increase im ­ 
posed on a ten an t since 1947 could 
n ot exceed 15 p er cent. 
Thus one who agreed to the 
15 p er cent ^‘v oluntary” boost un­ 
d e r p resen t law would escape any 
new increase.

Compromise On 
Gag Rule Action 


“ Wherry Compromise” Is 
Adopted At 11 O’clock 
Last Night After 
Long Debate 


REQUIRES 64 VOTES 
TO HALT DEBATE

WASHINGTON, M a r c h 
18.—Senate Majority Lead­ 
er Lucas (D) 111., said today 
he will try to get action on 
a civil rights measure this 
spring as a test of the newly 
adopted “ Wherry Compro­ 
mise” gag rule. 
Lucas’ statem ent cam e afte r the 
G O P-southerri D em ocrat coalition 
broke a 20-day logjam late last 
night by ram m ing through, 63 to 
23, the new ru le w hich requires a 
"constitutional m ajo rity "—64 votes 
— to shut off debate. 
T he D em ocratic leader said he 
w ants a trial of w h eth er the neces­ 
sary 
m ajority 
req u ired 
by 
the 
W herry plan can be m ustered to 
gag a new so u th ern filibuster. 
Adopted After 11 P. M. 
Final adoption of the "W herry 
com prom ise” cam e shortly after 11 
p. m., 
The sen ate rejected a se­ 
ries of am endm ents, including the 
M orse plan to lim it debate by a 
sim ple m ajority of th e senate. This 
w as the proposal which President 
T rum an favored. 
Ju st before th e voting. Sen Rus­ 
sell (D) Ga., sou th ern leader, said 
his bloc had m ade "great conces­ 
sions” to obtain assurance against 
any possible “capricious" change 
of the senate an ti-filib u ster rule 
by a presiding officer in the fu ­ 
ture. 
Russell added: 
“I do not claim a victory, b ut I 
do say th at we have salvaged as 
m uch as we could.”

w ith only 21 senators, and gained 
support steadily. 
In the final bal­ 
loting 34 R epublicans and 29 D em ­ 
ocrats voted for th e W herry plan— 
seven R epublicans and 16 Dem o­ 
c rats voting against it. 
Provisions of New Rule 
The new rule provides that: 
1. The gag-rule is extended to 
th e previously-exem pt “m otions to 
consider” and “correcting the jo u r­ 
n a l”—w ith one exception. 
2. A m otion to consider a gag- 
ru le change— th e single exem ption, 
and one th at is vital to the Dixie 
bloc— rem ains w ide open to an u n ­ 
lim ited filibuster, 
3. A pplication of the gag rule, 
however, requires a “constitution­ 
al tw o-thirds” m ajo ritji—64 of the 
96 senators. 
Lucas said th e re is no decision 
y et on w hether to ask P resident 
T rum an to call a special session 
next sum m er to try to enact the 
civil rights program .

Complete Necessity 
“Today it is a com plete neces­ 
sity.” 
The commission, headed by for­

Hoover, proposed 
tran sfer of the civil functions of 
the Army engineers to the Interior 
departm ent in the face of opposi­ 
tion in Congress so powerful as 
to block apparently any prospect 
of success.

A fter the treaty has been in 
force for 20 years, any p arty m ay

notice of denunciation.

and 
training replacem ents either. Here 
again if we include both college 
and high school turnover, the w ast­ 
ed cost is far greater 
Who is to blame for this high 
tu rn o v er of high school and college 
graduates? Businessmen are quick 
to blame the schools and colleges 
because the graduates are unsatis­ 
fa c to r y - ta r d y to work, lazy with 
lack of interest, too careless as to 
th eir habits and appearance, un­ 
able to get along with their fellow 
w orkers and not willing to assume 
responsibility. 
If this were true 
we should completely reorganize 
our 
whole 
educational 
program. 
But I don’t think the schools and 
colleges are to blame. 
The fault 
lies with the parents and th eir ex­ 
ample and training.

One young college lad I know 
was recently interviewed by a re­

Training Programs Good On Papet 
Many young people are baited 
by large corporations with “ execu­ 
tive training program s”. Some col­ 
lege seniors, afraid to face life's 
realities, look upon these program s 
as an excuse to continue th eir edu­ 
cation at someone else’s expense. 
Others, looking for something sub­ 
stantial. 
find 
their 
enthusiasm 
killed by tasks any half-wit could 
perform. 
Some of these program s 
last well beyond any reasonable 
indoctrination period. 
And, at the 
end of the training program , how- 
many 
companies 
have 
definite 
plans for th eir trainees? 
Properly designed training pro­ 
grams of short duration are an in­ 
telligent approach to the transition 
between school and work 
A little 
less made-work and a little more 
real work on the job while training 
will 
help 
cut 
down 
turnover. 
Young men w ant to get on with 
the job so as to earn enough to 
get m arried and have a home of 
their own which is a worthy ambi­ 
tion. 
Inadequate 
hiring 
techniques 
and training program s are respon­ 
sible for high mortality rates of 
high school and college trainees. 
Companies need to make m ore ac- 
cura‘e job analyses and definitions 
so that they know what they are 
looking for in the interview. 
Apti­ 
tude tests are good checks of sub­ 
jective opinions, but not when ad­ 
m inistered by remote control and 
interpreted by mail order. Finally, 
shorter on-the-job practical train­ 
ing program s will reduce employ­ 
ers' turnover; while learning to 
be prompt, industrious and tem ­ 
perate will help young people to 
hold their jobs.

year” and knew that the battle was ( 
nearly over. A few more minor 
skirmishes and the field will be 
firmly won by the meadowlark and 
his major ally, the ever closer sun. 
The countryman 
took to the 
hinterlands to share the excite­ 
ment of the wintry challenge. He 
lined out a course along a wind­ 
swept ridge, and for an hour or so 
plodded doggedly into the teeth of 
tne razor shaYp gale. With typical 
perversity the defiant March scud­ 
ded snow clouds across the bril­ 
liant sun and served the hiker the 
fuli-course in w eather fare. 
Some Frigid Blasts 
Short moments of full sun gave 
the countryman’s tender ears some 
respite 
from 
the 
frigid 
blasts. 
Then another snow squall would 
come rolling across the hills and 
envelop the plodder in a tumul­ 
tous privacy of storm .” Again the 
bright sunlight would glorify the 
ridge, wnile the valley below was 
veiled in white air. In those mo­ 
ments of brief sunshine the coun­ 
trym an walked as though alone on 
top of the world, while all around 
and below’ him swirled the white 
March phalanx. 
An hour or so in thus high coun­ 
try was enough. The countryman 
massaged his outraged ears and 
headed for the semi-protection of 
some nearby woodland. Here the 
full force of the wind was broken 
by the undergrowth. 
Against the s ender bole of a 
sapling beech sportsmen had hung 
a wire basket fihed with a good 
half-bushel of ear corn. Tracks in 
the snow about this outdoor res­ 
taurant testified a5 to its popu­ 
larity. Squirrels had been making 
the most of this bounty, and there 
w ere tracks of wood mice, small 
birds m d others which looked sus­ 
piciously like the big feet of that 
sable sophisticate, the crow. 
The countryman kept an eye out 
for nests in the taller trees, hop­ 
ing to learn wlfere the ba-red owls 
who live in this woodland have set 
up housekeeping. This searching 
revealed no owl bungalows but led 
to discovery of a wild black cherry 
tree which has been adopted as a 
sort of workshop by the big pileat- 
ed woodpecker. This cherry, s and- 
ing alone in a station of beech and 
maple, may be the w inter bedroom 
of the big logcock. 
Allow Big Owl Entrance 
There were four finished cham­ 
bers driven deep into the dying 
cherry, each with a round opening 
large enough to allow a big owl 
easy entrance. A fifth “room” was 
still under construction, and the 
huge pile of fresh chips under­ 
neath indicated that the carpenter 
had been working quite recently. 
The countryman rapped the tree 
sm artly with his hiking stick, but 
roused only the ire of a gray squir­ 
rel high up in a neighboring sugar 
maple. 
Not far below this woodland 
workshop the tim ber runs out to 
the edge of a low bluff which marks 
the upper limits of a large im­ 
pounding reservoir. The dam has 
been filled to overflowing by the 
recent rains and has crept close up 
to the base of this edging bluff. 
The countryman strode free of the 
tim ber and stood again in the full 
brunt of the stormy gale, while the 
wind-pushed waves broke savagely 
against the rocks, and flying spray 
built up beads of ice on the low 
willow twigs. 
In order to add a few more heal­ 
thy specimens to the cocoon col­ 
lection now w intering on the back 
porch, the countrym an chose a 
hillside traverse which led through 
several patches of wild cherry. 
Here and there an occasional fat 
cocoon hung ripe for the picking. 
Several of these snug cases jour­ 
neyed 
homeward 
via 
a 
jacket 
pocket, together with one of the 
egg cases of the praying mantis, 
found securely moored to a black­ 
berry cane. 
With March at midway, mem­ 
bers of the green thum b fraternity 
prepare for the annual ceroifiony 
of the St. Patrick’s Day planting of 
sweet peas. For several years the 
countryman has tried faithfully to 
grow these lovely blooms. Pains­ 
taking care has 
been rewarded 
with complete failure. This year 
the good saint’s day will be just 
another Thursday.

Wise said that in many cases

As a result of the strike vote, 
Wise issued orders to the conduct­ 
ors to refuse to "care" for the 
sleeping and other pullman cars 
exactly at 6 a. m. on March 31. He 
ordered them, however, to com­ 
plete trips they have begun before 
that hour. 
Wise said his union would co­ 
operate with the National Railway 
Mediation board in an attem pt to 
prevent the strike. 
If this fails, Wise added he may 
ask President Truman to appoint 
a fact-finding board which would 
investigate this dispute and delay 
the strike for 60 days.

Develops New Problems 


GARY. Ind., March 18.—i INS»— 
The G ary unemployment division 
m anager has the unusual problem 
today of finding jobs for gamblers 
and others thrown out of w-ork by 
the city’s vice crackdown. 
Application of 20 women, who 
openiy listed themselves as pros­ 
titutes, gave unemployment com­ 
pensation bureau head Lyman K. 
Bilts his biggest headache. The 
women have applied for the usual 
$20 a week unemployment dole. 
The 
law 
instructs 
unemploy­ 
m ent officials to find jobs for ap­ 
plicants “in keeping with theft* 
skill and training.” 
The harried Bilts said under his 
interpretation of the measure the 
women are ineligible for benefits 
because they rank as “independent 
contractors,” He explained: 
Not Under Act 
“Ladies of the evening will be 
unable to apply for unemployment 
compensation. 
Applicants 
must 
show certain skills and training. 
The lajdies of the evening are 
looked upon as independent con­ 
tractors and, as such, do not come 
under the employment 
security 
act.” 
Bilts held out a more favorable 
outlook for the 30 gamblers who 
have applied for the dole. He de­ 
clared: 
“It looks like the gamblers will 
be paid $20 for 20 weeks (the 
maximum) unless they go back 
to work sooner, because, under 
the law. I’m supposed to find work 
for them , and I certainly can’t do 
th at.” 
The gamblers listed their for­ 
m er occupations as bookie, keno 
girl and poker dealer. 
To End Vice 
But 2,000 irate Gary women, 
church and civic organizations— 
bolstered, they hope by the FBI— 
are determ ined that gambling and 
vice have seen their last days in 
the city. 
The women’s anger developed 
out of the fatal shooting of Miss 
M ary 
Cheever. a Gary 
school­ 
teacher. by a purse snatcher who 
has not been apprehended. 
Last week, the women stormed 
tne office oi Mayor Eugene Swartz 
and a meeting of the aldermen, 
dem anding that crime conditions 
be cleaned up in Gary. 
The Gary M inisterial Associa­ 
tion took up the cudgels, asking

HELP YOUR CHILDREN 
TO BETTER LANGUAGE 
Washing the child’s mouth out 
with soap was the method used 
in grandma’s time for curing the 
child of using bad language To­ 
day. parents should try to find out 
why their child uses bad language. 
It will give them some idea how 
to change this practice. 
Sometimes it seems humorous 
when a small child first comes out 
with a swear word. It is hard for a 
parent to keep from smiling. But 
if a child sees this, he will be en­ 
couraged to try it again. Ignore 
this kind of language. It is natural 
for a child to want attention and 
to want to make people laugh. 
Set 
a good example for 
the 
child. Often a child hears some­ 
one else use bad language. Some­ 
times a child gets the feeling that 
swearing makes him more grown­ 
up. One little boy, when scolded 
bv his mother, said, "Well, Mother. 
I*have to learn how sometime.” 
The following example is cited: 
One mother trying to correct her 
child, said “Don’t let me hear you 
say that again.” He didn’t; but this 
doesn’t mean that he didn’t use 
such language. He was just careful 
that his mother 
wasn’t 
around 
when he did swear. Keep a child 
challenged 
by 
giving him 
new 
words for his vocabulary. He won’t 
be so interested in slang and other 
bad language Children are thrill­ 
ed by new words and they play 
around with them using each word 
in all sorts of different ways. 
What parents ought to do is to 
relax, set a good example, and 
encourage their child’s fascination 
with words that are in good use.
